HAS OPPOSITION 
TO FARM. WORKER 
UNION COLLAPSED? 


By Bill Rodgers 

June, 1970, may well be 
looked back upon as the month 
when opposition to unionization 
of agricultural workers by 
California specialty crop growers 
collapsed. 

Whether total agriculture in 
California, and throughout the 
nation, can continue to 
successfully resist efforts of 
organized labor - fronted by 
Cesar Chavez and his United 
_ Farm Workers Organizing 
committee - remains to be seen. 

But for the past several days, 
California grape growers who 
have fought the grape boycott 
for two years, have been signing 
UFWOC union contracts, and 
melon growers in Imperial 
valley, faced with labor trouble 
and maturity of a_ highly 
perishable crop, are also 
reported as signing. 

It’s a matter of economics 
with grape growers, many of 
whom are hardpressed 
financially as a result of the 
grape boycott. With table grape 
season now moving into volume 
production, wholesalers on the 
east coast are paying $4.00 a 
box for non-union picked grapes 
and are less than: enthusiastic 
about buying them. But for 
union picked grapes, they are 
paying $6.00 a box, and will 
take all they can get.

Future Of Agriculture Is Linked 
To Development Of East Side Project 


LINDSAY — Agriculture and | 


industry of eastern Tulare 
county have a future directly 
linked to development of water 
supplies to serve the area, 
according to James F. Sorensen 
of Visalia, secretary-treasurer of 
the Friant Water Users 
association, at a recent luncheon 
meeting of the Lindsay Rotary 
club. 

Pointing out that 20 years 
ago, arrival of Friant-Kern canal 
water saved the Lindsay area 
from reverting to wasteland, 
Sorensen said an equally grave 
threat lies ahead as water needs 
accelerate. 

“The Friant-Kern canal was 
made possible only because of 
the vision and long-range 
planning of community leaders 
and state and federal lawmakers 
for many years preceding arrival 
of the water,’ Sorensen 
declared. 

“The same kind of dedication 
and unflagging community 
awareness of the need for water 
will be required to realize 
construction of the East Side

division of Central Valleys 
project,” he said. 

The East Side division would 
transport 1% million acre feet of 
water into the San Joaquin 
valley via a canal paralleling 
Friant-Kern. Further federal 
action on the measure is being 
held up, pending endorsement of 
the federal reclamation bureau’s 
feasibility report by. Governor 
Reagan’s administration. 

Sorensen said that if the 
project was approved today, 
water from the system would 
not be available for from 10 to 
15 years. 

“Looking ahead,” he said, 
“the East Side project fills a 
double barrelled function. It will 
meet present needs not 
anticipated in planning for 
Friant-Kern and will provide a 
capability for demands that are 


bound to come from 
municipalities, industry and 
agriculture. 


The speaker urged every 
resident of eastern Tulare 
county to conduct a continuing 
crusade for the East Side project 
until it has been approved in 
Sacramento and Washington and 
funded by the Congress. 

The fight also is for survival 
of the environment of the East 
Side area as we know it, 
Sorensen stated.

A special regulation adopted 
ast year by the Fish and Game 
‘¢ommission protects 
invertebrates -. except legal 
sportfish species. such as crabs, 
clams and abalones - in the 
intertidal zone of state parks, 
beaches, reserves and recreation 
areas. Violators may be arrested 
.and, upon conviction, subject to 
a fine of $500 and six months 
imprisonment. 

Mountain visitors are urged to 
leave wild animals alone and not 
try to “adopt’’ them as pets. In 
addition to being illegal, this 
practice is dangerous to the 
persons taking the animal and 
usually harmful to the animal. 

** Each year we get reports of 
people - usually children - being 
severely injured or even killed by 
a supposedly tame deer,” Arnett 
said.

“Deer are beautiful animals in 
‘their. own surroundings, but a 
dangerous nuisance in a back 
yard pen,” Arnett said. 

The DFG also points out that 
many fawns that appear to be 
“abandoned”’ actually are near 
their mothers and will be cared 
for if the fawn is left 
undisturbed. 

Desert visitors are cautioned 
against destroying any plants or 
wildlife - but particularly the 
rare desert tortoise. 

This interesting reptile is 
threatened with imminent 
extinction because of human 
encroachments on its habitat 
and because so many. have been 
taken for pets or by commercial 
poachers for sale to pet shops. 

“This interesting species of 
desert wildlife should be left 
unmolested in its natural 
habitat for others - not only 
now but in future generations - 
to enjoy,” Arnett said. 

The DFG also points out that 
it. is unlawful to sell, purchase, 
harm or shoot any projectile at a 
desert tortoise.

BUDGET UP 
7.51 PERCENT 


BAKERSFIELD — The Kern 
Junior College District board of 
trustees has approved a 
preliminary 1970-71 budget of 
$9,117,818. 

The board took the action to 
comply with a law that requires 
a tentative budget be filed with 
the county by July 1. The 
1969-70 budget was $8,480,521, 
7.51 per cent less than the newly 
proposed budget. 

In presenting the tentative 
budget to the board, Dr. Edward 
Simonsen, district 
superintendent, said that it was 
based on the same assessed 
valuation as last year, at 
$1,000,049,062. However, Ed 
Gholz, director of budget, 
indicated that there is a 
possibility that there may be an 


‘increase in assessed valuation, 


possibly as much as $30 million. 

Dr. Simonsen told the 
trustees that the budget was also 
based on an estimated 8,235 
full-time students. Counting 
part-time students, this means 
that there will be approximately 
12,000 students on the 
Bakersfield, Porterville and 
Desert campuses next year. 

The superintendent further 
told the board that the 
estimated cost per full-time 
student will be $902.75, as 
compared to $840.55 last year, 
an increase of 7.39 per cent.

: days, total California agriculture 


is far from unionized, and 
farmers and farm organizations, 
no doubt shaken by June, 1970 
developments, are now talking in 
terms of total agriculture 
organization to counteract total 
union efforts. 

Meanwhile, 
Organizing 
unquestionably are building 
momentum in the area of 
perishable specialty farm 
commodities. 

One sad aspect of the signing 
of contracts to unionize farm 
workers is that in many cases 
farm workers themselves are 
little more than pawns. A farmer 
signs with UFWOC, he is 
committed, and workers on his 
farm either join UFWOC, or 
they are out of a job. : 

Farm workers in the Delano 
area who do not want to join 
UFWOC, have walked away 
from jobs rather than join, and 
as a result of recent farm 
labor-organizing activity in 
southern California, some 800 
Coachella Valley Grape workers 
signed their name on a full-page 
ad in the Riverside Daily 
Enterprise, stating: 

“But Nobody Asks Us About 
The Grape Boycott. There has 
been a lot of talk the last few 
years about whether or not we 
should be unionized. Church
